-The tost few links of the.cross- 
harbour pipe nes. were laid off 
Queen's Pier yesterday, almost com- 
pleting the «work which commenced 
last. November. The old plpes 
carried eight million gallons of 
water daily from Shing Mun Valicy 
to Hongkong, and though the con- 
nection of the new pipes will Jn- 
crease this supply by only a million 
fallons for the present, when the new 
second main is nid In Kowloon to 
the end of the Peninsula, the supply. 
will be increased to 16 millions 
gallons a day. This new main fs now 
extended to Waterloo Road where. it 
feeds the reservoir there, . 

The difMficultics encountered in the 
laying. of the new pipes offered 
several interesting problems to the 
Engineers’ staff of the Waterworks 
Department. Worle in the centre of 
the Harbour had frequently to be 
suspended because of the currents, 
and was possible only at slack tide, 
but o greater problem.was the laying 
of the pipe sections cvenly to fit 
perfectly at cach end. 
them from the swaylng Nghter with 
any degreo of accuracy was im- 
possible, and to overcome this dif- 
ficulty, the Waterworks engincer 
originated a very ingenious. cradle, 
made to rest on bearer blocks on the 
harbour bottom, free from connection 
with the lighter above, and casily 
operated by the divers below. The 
sections of the plpe, two 25-foot 
lengths welded together, were sus- 
pended from hand-controlled trolleys 
on the cradle, and, though weighing 
eight tons cach, could be minutely 
adjusted with, the minimum effort.

The internal diameter of the pipe 
shells is 21 inches, as compared with 
the 12 and 18 inchcs of tho old pipes, 
and internal corrosion is prevented 
by a half-inch layer of centrifugally

At zero hour, barricades which had

« On the borders of the Concesston 
and the International Settlement, 
international forces also erected bar- 
sicades, while police, voluntecrs and 
military scarched all entrants to the 
Gettlement from the Concession, 

All but the most important roads 
Ieading from the Concession to the 
Settlement were barricaded com- 
pletely,» 

“Inside the Concession, parties of 
troops, police, and volunteers in 
batches mostly of four men cach, 
patrolled the streets, questioning and 
exomining oll: passers-by, ‘and sys~ 
tematically entering and searching 
almost every Chincse house. 

\ It is understood that the comb-out 
aims at apprehending the political 
terroristic factions within the Con- 
cession, : 
— The strictest-secrecy was preserved 
concerning the planned comb-out s0 
that none of the elements, which to- 
day, it is hoped, will be run to 
ground, should learn of the Conces~- 
sion authorities’ intentions, and re- 
move themselves from normal re- 
fuges insido.the Concession to the 
Settlement or other places of escape. 

OMcers commanding the police and 
troops were only given orders at 8 
p.m. last night, and they did not tell 
the. men until they had them 
awakened this morning. 

The Volunteers recelved their sum- 
monses to mobilise by special 
couriers, who ¢alled at their 
residences between 9 p.m. and mid- 
night, : ; 

The Scttlement Volunteers were 
summoned by telephone only at 5 
o'clock, this morning.

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Laying Of Water Pipes 
Across Harbour 

The last few links of the cross- 
harbour pipe nes were laid off 
Quecn’s Pier yesterday, almost com- 
pleting tho work which commenced 
last November. Tho old pipes 
carzsied eight million gallons of 
water daily from Shing Mun Valley 
to Hongkong, and though the con- 
nection of the new. pipes will jn- 
crease thls supply by only a million 
gations for the present, when the new 
second main is laid In Kowloon to 
the end of the Peninsula, the supply: 
will be incrensed to 16 millions 
gallons a day, This new main Is now 
extended to Waterloo Road where it 
feeds the reservoir there, . 

The MMculties encountered In the 
luying of the new pipes offered 
several interesting problems to tho 
Engineers’ staff of the Waterworks 
Department. Wurk in the centro of 
the Harbour had frequently to be 
suspended because. of the currents, 
and was possible only at slack tide, 
but a greater problem was the laying 
of the pipe ,sectlons evenly to fit 
erfectly at‘each end. To lowcr 
Kom: from the swaylng Ilghter with 
any degree of accuracy was im- 
possible, and to overcome this dif- 
ficulty, the Waterworks engincer 
originated a very ingenious cradle, 
made to rest on bearer blocks on the 
harbour bottom, free from connection 
with the lighter above, and casily 
operated by the divers below. The 
sections: of the pipe, <two 25-foot 
Iengths welded together, were sus- 
pended from hand-controlled trolleys 
on the cradle, and, though weighing 
eight tons cach, could be minutely 
adjusted with the minimum cffort. 

iT No Corrosion 

_.The internal diameter of the pipe 
shells is 21 Inches, as compared with 
the 12 and 18 inches’‘of tho old pipes, 
and internal corrosion {!s prevented 
py a half-inch layer of centrifugally 
deposited cement concrete.

The Declaration was preceded by 
certain general’ observations in 
which st was emphasised that the 
necessity under which the British 
government fourid themselves of 
formulating a policy, arose from the 
failure of Arab and.

: Consistent Policy 

The ‘White Paper cmphaslised: that 
the terms of the League Mandate had 
overned .the Palestine policy of 
‘successive British governments for 
nearly 20 years, On the one hand 
the British Government believed that 
the framers of the Mandate in which 
the Balfour Declarations was  cm- 
bodied, could not have intended that 
Palestine should. be converted into a 
Jewlsh State against the will‘of the 
Arab populatfon of the country.

for about three weeks, About 4 
p.m. on May 8 Chan ate holf his 
meal and then” sat on the bed: 
‘He later washed his. face,; and 
complained that he was being chok- 
ed by wind. Chan summoned a 
warden who looked into the cell and 
walked away. Chan again rang the 
bell and the warder told him to 
wait for_a while. 

.. Chen Hing then rose from hls bed, 
leaned against the wall, collapsed 
and died. 

Assistant Indian Warder No. 215 
said he answered Chan's cell at once 
and telephoned the European warder 
who was out on patrol. About 13 
minutes later the European arrived. 

Warder A. G. Bond said he-did 
not receive the telephone messnge, 
vs he was on patrol. 

Dr, G. I. Shaw sald he first saw 
Chan Hing on April 11, He was 
suffering from — tuberculosis and 
welghed only 82 lb: Death was duc 
to acute cardiac asthma and tuber-| q 
culosis. His complaint of - wind 
choking: him was consistent . with 
curdiac asthma, sald Dr, Shaw.

PLANS FOR evacuation of about 1,300,000 London 
school children and guardians in the event of war were 
issued by the London County Council recently to the 
heads of all schools under the council’s control. - 


In the event of an emergency two 
messages will be flashed to schools. 
When the first, “Get ready for 
evacuation” is received, head tea- 
chers will complete arrangements 
and notify all assistant-teachers and 
helpers. 58 


The second will glve the date of 
evacuation, and each school will then 
form a unit or “school party.” The 
children will march to the train in 
squads of 50, In charge of a teacher | 
and helpers. 

Each school will have a number 
which will facilitate arrangements at 
the reception end. Each party will 
have a lender and assistant teachers 
will act as escorts, .

The King of Canada 


OR THE first time in history 

_ the North American con- 
tinent now has an actual physical ° 
monarchy, in the person of His 
Majesty King George. VI who, 
from the moment he stepped 
ashore at Quebec on Wednesday 
night, became King George VI 
of Canada, . = 

Although His. Majesty sailed 


‘from London. in the Royal Iner 


Empress of Australia as King of 
England he automatically be- 
came King of Canada: with his 
arrival in the senior Dominion, 
When he enters‘ the United 
Sthtes on June 7 for his five-day 
state visit to President Roosevelt 
—the first British Ruler to 
visit the great nation lost by his 
namesake in the eighteenth cen- 


‘tury—tho King will once again 
_become_ King of. England, - since —|— 
it was as such that he received 


the President’s invitation. 

Such constitutional technicali- 
ties are the direct result of the 
Statute of Westminster, enacted 
in'1931:to give effect to the re- 
solutions of the Imperial Con- 
ferences of 1926 and: 1930, 

The Statute—Magna Carta of 


*the Dominions—changed the en- 


tire relationship between the 
Crown and the Empire. It made 
the King belong to his Domin- 
ions,'and the Dominions to hitn. ' 
Each Dominion was designated 
a self-governing member of the 
Commonwealth, and the King 
became the head of each in- 
dividual State. ' 

. Indeed, it is almost certain 
that future Rulers of the British 
Commonwealth will be required 
to be crowned separately, in the 
capitals of each minion, as 
King of Canada, King of Austra- 
lia, King of South Africa and 
King of New Zealand. Tech-— 
nically, although thore has been 
but one Coronation, His Majesty 
is regarded in the Dominions not 
as King of England but as King 
of the Dominions. 

The Statute of Westminster 
implies that each new reigning 
monarch’ shall, “as soon as 
possible, visit his various 
Dominions.

THE COLONIAL Office an- 
nounces that. information “has 
been received. from tho - High 
Commissioner “for the Western 
Pacific that “ati carthquake™ oc- 
curred on April 80 in the British 
Solomon Islands Protectorate. 

The main shock centre appears to 
have been or Guodalcanol Island, 
where a number of buildings have 
been wrecked, The carthquake was 
followed by o tidal wave. which 
swamped a number of native villages. 

Conaiderable da ce. had also been 
done to buildings and wharves in the 
Cape Marsh district of the Russell 
Islands, and to villages on Ysabel 
Island sacar St. Or ti Island.

‘There had .been ee ices of Iife 
amongst the Indigenous: population. 
So for ‘it is known there have been 
twelve deaths by drowning, including 
nine chiJdren.
